But it does not necessarily follow, as Gov. 
Rockeller assumes, that the only way to recon- 
cile Soviet and free world trading habits is 
by the Soviets’ abandoning theirs. In trade 
as in other fields, Western demands that the 
Soviets change their essential nature are as 
unlikely to succeed as Soviet demands for 
surrender of our principles and methods. If 
there is to be co-existence, it will not be on 
either side’s terms, but on terms which both 
sides can live with. 

Certainly any trade arrangement would 
have to include adequate guarantees against 
price discrimination and dumping. The Gov- 
ernor’s assumption that these practices are 
an inherent characteristic of Soviet trade 


policy is open to question. Although it has 


been widely supposed that Russia’s dumping 
of tin and aluminum sprang from political 
motives of the cold war, some experts, no- 


- tably the British economist Alec Nove, writ- 


ing in Lloyds Bank Review, have advanced 
another theory. Mr. Nove and some American 
officials concluded that the motive was tem- 
porary and economic. According to this the- 


- ory, the Russians had run short of sterling

In any event the fact that acts of economic 
warfare have taken place does not mean that 
economic peace is impossible.

Women Win 
Taste Test

DO MEN OR WOMEN have 
more discerning tastes when it 
comes to food and drink? I’ts 
a subject as controversial as 
politics or religion, but the gals 
won hands down in a wine 
tasting contest during the re- 
cent -Newspaper Food Editors 
Conference. 

Labels. of all bottles were con- 
cealed, then a panel consisting 
of four women food editors and 
four Chicago newspapermen 
were given samples of four kinds 
of sherry \wines and four kinds 
of clarets. Two of each were 
imported wines, the other two 
were from California. Panelists 
also were asked to indicate their 
preferences. California wines 
and women food editors came 
out the winners. 

There was another taste-test- 
ing incident in which we think 
you will be interested .. . and 
it's one which shows just how 
far food editors will go in line 
of .duty. We don’t know just 
how .adventuresome one can get, 
but it. would seem that the 
heighth of adventuresome eating 
may have been reached when 
we were asked to sample sauer- 
kraut ice. cream. That’s right, 
and so help us, it’s true... 
sauerkraut ice cream, and at 
10:30 in the morning. 

Brave souls that they are (or 
perhaps just curious), the edi- 
tors sampled it without flinching. 
Actually, it tasted just like 
lemon sherbert although one did 
get the texture of the little 
shreds of sauerkraut. 

We doubt that any major dairy 
plans to marke? this, strongly 
_ suspecting that it was a sort 
of a gag. But we did learn some 
interesting things about sauer- 
kraut. For instance, most of us 
think of sauerkraut as a Ger- 
man dish; actually, its origin 
goes hack to China. There are 
records that indicate laborers 
on the Great Wall of China were 
fed a sort of kraut in which 
cabbage was cured with wine. 

We also learned that the color 
and flavor of kraut usually are 
closely telated—if light in color, 
it is good. There is a trend to- 
day in America toward a lighter, 
more mildly flavored kraut: The 
old type of kraut which appeals 
to European tastes is made with 
a second fermentation process. 
The kraut being packed in 
America today is piquant but not 
so pungent in flavor, in keep- 
ing with taste preferences. in 
this country. 


SHORTLY before we left home 
for the Conference we wrote a 
story about the growing trend 
toward the use of ready-to-eat 
cereals as ingredients in cook- 
ery. 

At a breakfast session spon- 
sored by a leading manufacturer 
of these kinds of cereals, we 
learned that this is one of the 
most rapidly growing industries 
(due, no doubt, in part to in- 
creasing interest in nutrition). 

Adults consume 50 per cent of 
ready-toreat cereals, ‘and about 
10 per cent of the total output 
never goes-into a cereal bowl. 
It is .either used in cooking, or 
eaten right out of the box—most 
of it grabbed by eager little 
hands, 


WE WERE fascinated by an 
elegant ice sculpture frozen 
around cans of jellied cranberry 
sauce.

Pastry: 

One-third cup all-purpose short- 
ening. 

One cup flour (sifted). 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One to two tablespoons water. 

Sift flour with salt into a bowl. 
Cut in shortening, using a pastry 
blender or fork, until the « mix- 
ture is the consistency of corn 
meal and small peas. 


Sprinkle cold water, a little at 
a time, over different parts of 
flour mixture. Toss together 
lightly with a fork. Use as little 
water as possible, just enough 
to moisten dough. Place dough 
on -waxed paper. Knead three 
times. Press gently with a paper 
into a ball. 

Let stand at room temperature 
for 15 to 20 minutes. Lightly 
flour pastry eloth or board and 
covered rolling pin, 

The quantities given above-will 
make one seven or eight-inch 
one-crust pie. 


For two crusts, seven or eight 
inches, use one-half cup all-pur- 
pose shortening; one and one- 
half cups flour, sifted; one tea- 
spoon salt; two to three table- 
spoons water. 

For one crust nine-inch pie, 
use one-half cup all - purpose 
shortening; one and _ one-half 
cups flour, sifted; one teaspoon 
salt; ‘two to three tablespoons 
water, 

For two nine-inch crusts, use 
two-thirds cup all-purpose short- 
ening; two cups flour, sifted; 
one and one-fourth teaspoons 
salt; three to four tablespoons 
water. : 

For one-crust pies: Roll dough 
into circle one-eighth inch thick. 
Use light strokes, working out 
from center. Lift rolling pin as 
it nears edge. (To measure, in- 


vert pie pan on dough to be

| Here's Answer 
To Cordial Mystery 


Probably one of the most mys- 
terious secrets of the candy in- 
dustry, as far as the public is 
concerned, is the secret of how 
the liquid gets inside a cordial 
cherry. 

The average person’s imagi- 
nation has run the gamut of 
plausible and impossible pro- 
cedures to the point where 
someone thought the juice was 
injected into each cherry with 
a hypodermic needle. . 

In reality, the procedure is 
quite simple. Before explain- 
ing it, one should remember 
that sugar easily dissolves in 
water. : 

A juicy maraschino cherry, 
just like the ones used for dec- 
orating cakes or drinks, is coat- 
ed with sugar. Regardless of 
the way this is done, it is im- 
portant to keep the sugar on the 
outside of the cherry and the 
juice on the inside. To the sug-. 
ar coating the candy makers add 
a small amount of yeast, which 
changes it to a more soluble 
sugar. 

The next step is to rapidly 
coat the sugar-eovered cherry 
with melted chocolate. The 
magic starts to work tre minute 
the chocolate coating begins to 
harden. 

The juice in the cherry and 
the yeast in the sugar get to- 
gether and turn the dry sugar 
coating into the delicious liquid 
cordial. The complete cordial- 
ization takes about two weeks.

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ALMOND URGES 
REALIST VIEW 
UF INTEGRATION 


ASHEVILLE, N.C., Oct. 15 
(AP)—The South must make the 
choice of closing public schools 
or accepting some integration, 
Gov. J. Lindsay Almond Jr., 
said here yesterday as he be- 
came chairman of the Southern 


Governors conference. 

The Virginian expressed his 
views at a news conference fol- 
lowing his election. 

He described himself as a 
realist on segregation and dé- 
clared he has never bolted the 
Democratic party on the né- 
tional, state or local - level. 

As the twenty-sixth chairman 
of the Southern governors, Al- 
mond envisioned ‘unending 
growth and prosperity for the 
South,” 

In electing Almond, whose 
massive resistance program to 
segregation crumpled in the face 
of, Federal court decisions, his 
fellow governors passed up Gov. 
Orval Faubus of Arkansas, the 
central figure in the Little Rock 
school crisis. 

To Meet in Arkansas. 

The conference did accept 
Faubus’s invitation to hold the 
1960 meeting in Arkansas, how- 
ever. 

At the executive session which 
ended the twenty-fifth annual 
meeting here, the conference 
also adopted resolutions urging 
| the President and Congress to 
restore cuts in Federal highway 
| fund allocations to the states; 
approving a 16-state nuclear en- 
ergy compact, and authorizing 
continued study of the impact 
of foreign imports on domestic 
economy, 

Under traditions of the confer- 
ence, only Almond and Faubus 
were considered eligible for the 
chairmanship to succeed. Gov. 
James P. Coleman of Mississippi. 

While Faubus, who has been a 
dominant figure in recent meet- 
ings, played a minor role this 


| year, he was chairman of the im- 


portant Permanent Committee on 
Industrial Development, and was 
chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee. 

In reply to questions, Almond 
told his news conference that in 
closing Virginia schools, he, in 
good faith, applied the state’s 
laws which were struck down by 
Federal courts. 


‘Must Face Reality.’ 

| Then the legislature was called 
|into session to set up the free- 
'dom of choice plan, Almond re- 
‘lated, “since it seemed we must 
face reality.” Under it, a parent 
can choose whether to send a 
| child to an integrated school or 
_a private school. 


| No force can compel a legisla- 
| ture to appropriate money, Al 
|mond said, and the Supreme 
| Court has not decreed compul- 
| sory integration. 

He predicted that public edu- 
cation will grow and expand but 
| that private schools will evolve, 
since many people will not send 
their children to integrated 


_ schools. 


Almond said that in the south, 


| “a choice must be made to close 
'the public schools or accommo- 


| date to the situation within the 

| framework of the law.” 

|, On politics, he said Virginia 
will not go to the Democratic 

| Nation convention “witha chip 
'on our shoulder or to rattle a 
sword.” He expressed hope that 
out of the convention will come 
‘a candidate and a platform rea- 
sonably realistic and acceptable 
to the south.”

| (AP)—Paul N. Dwyer, 40 years 
| old, who has served 22 years in 
| prison for a murder he contends 
his jailer committed, was granted 
a parole today. 

The State Board of Probation 
and Parole voted unanimously 
after an interview with Dwyer to 
release him. 

Gov. Clinton A, Clauson and 
the executive council last week 
commuted Dwyer’s life sentence 
for the 1937 killing of Dr. James 
G. Littlefield to a shorter sen- 
tence of 28 years and five 
months, With time off for good 
behavior, this would make him 
eligible for release next Monday. 

In 1937, when he was 18, he 
was convicted of the strangling 
and bludgeoning of the elderly 
physician in Dwyer’s home town 
of South Paris. 

Dwyer pleaded not guilty, then 
changed his plea to guilty and 
went to prison for life. 

Months later, Deputy Sheriff 
Francis M. Carroll was also 
brought to trial for Dr. Little- 
field’s murder. 

Dwyer contended Carroll killed 
the doctor because the later 
knew of alleged incest between 
Carroll and his daughter Bar- 
bara. 

When Dr. Littlefield’s wife be- 
gan to suspect what happened to 
her husband, Carroll killed her 
too, Dwyer told the court. No 
one has ever been charged in her 


; | slaying. 


Largely on the testimony of 
| Dwyer, Carroll was convicted 
and sent to prison for life. But 
he was freed in 1950—12 years 
after starting his sentence—when 
a judg ruled he did not have a 
fair trial. Carroll died three 
| years ago.

The extreme headwaters of 
many of the streams will be clearer by the weekend but angling 
prospects are very poer.

AT NIGHT,” (“Nachts Wenn Der Teufel

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Here’s How on Sourdough Bread 


By Hoyt Alden 
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a batch of bread or biscuits they 
pinched off a hunk of starter and 
added the amounts of 
flour and liquid. You can keep 
the starter in the icebox for quite 
a while, but it should be 
“worked” occasionally. 

Now to make sourdough bread 
or biscuits: Take four cups of 
the starter and add one cup of 
flour that has been mixed with 


one teaspoon of baking soda, one 
teaspoon of salt and two tea- 
spoons of melted buttter or 
bacon grease. Mix it well, then 
keep on adding flour until you 
get a stiff dough. It should take 
about four more cups of flour. 

Knead it lightly. Roll it out and 
cut it in biscuits, or form it into 
loaves. Put in a buttered pan 
and let it rise in a warm place 
until it doubles in size. Brush 
with butter, bake at 400 degrees 
for a few minutes, then turn 
down the heat and cook until 
done. You can also bake it on 
a grill outdoors. '
